Former  Laurel  Pastor  Writes  From  Colombia 


God  for  His  power  to  save.  There  have 
been  five  other  professions  in  the  four 
Sundays  we  have  been  here.  These 
came  in  the  Spanish  services.  The  chal¬ 
lenge  is  great,  the  hearts  of  the  people 
open,  but  do  so  much  need  mission¬ 
aries  and  increased  support. 


In  a  letter  lrom  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Gerald  Riddell,  formerly  of  the  West 
Laurel  church,  many  interesting 
things  are  told  about  their  new  work 
as  missionaries  in  Colombia.  They 
flew  to  their  field,  and  enjoyed  the 
plane  trip.  The  missionaries  met 
them  and  they  are  busy  learning  the 
language. 

In  part  the  letter  says: 

We  live  on  a  little  coral  island  called 
Boeagrande.  The  Caribbean  Is  in  our 
back  yard,  and  the  beautiful  Bay  of 
Cartegena  directly  In  front.  The  house 
is  nice  and  has  every  convenience  you 
enjoy  at  home.  We  have  little  furniture 
as  yet,  for  most  everything  is  made  to 
order.  It  is  beautiful,  made  principally 
from  mahogany.  Our  things  and  car 
have  not  arrived  from  the  U.  8  so  we 
are  almost  camping  out,  though  very 
comfortable.  The  weather  now  is  about 
like  a  good  warm  spring  day,  with  the 
exception  of  a  couple  of  hours  at  mid¬ 
day.  We  see  bananas,  coconuts,  papia, 
lemons,  and  almonds  growing  around 
us.  Cantaloupes,  watermelons,  etc.,  are 
available  all  thp  time.  There  are  many 
fruits  and  vegetables  we  have  never 
seen,  but  we  like  most  everything. 

Our  work  here  is  most  encouraging, 
though  small  as  yet.  The  people  are 
lovable  and  very  responsive.  Our  Sun¬ 
day  school  will  be  one  year  old  next 
Sunday,  and  we  are  planning  for  100  on 
that  day.  We  are  thankful  that  Maxey 
Jarman  has  given  money  for  a  much 
needed  building  here.  When  we  can 
have  a  school,  clinic,  and  seminary,  our 
work  will  grow  faster.  Each  Sunday 
afternoon  we  have  an  English  service 
for  people  from  all  over  who  speak 
English.  The  same  is  true  in  Barran- 
quilla.  We  have  spoken  in  three  of  these 
services,  and  a  week  ago  were  thrilled 
to  see  a  fine  businessman  profess  Christ 
—our  first  Colonbian  convert.  We  praise

Contract  Awarded  For  Baptist  Hospital 
Expansion  Program  Involving  $345,500 


The  contract  has  been  let  looking 
toward  providing  additional  space  for 
beds  and  equipment  In  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Hospital  Expansion  Campaign, 
according  to  D.  C.  Simmons,  president 
of  the  board.  The  maximum  cost  in¬ 
volved  in  the  contract  stands  at 
$345,500. 

“While  much  of  this  money  is  in 
hand,  it  is  anticipated  that  addi¬ 
tional  receipts  will  complete  the  sum 
needed,”  Mr.  Simmons  said. 

A  provision  of  the  contract,  accord¬ 
ing  to  J.  M.  Spain,  architect,  provides 
for  work  stoppage  when  necessary, 
because  of  any  lack  of  funds.  Items 
covered  in  this  contract  are:  the 
the  addition  to  the  main  building, 
increasing  the  body  of  the  building 
by  approximately  50  percent,  and  add¬ 
ing  a  fifth  story  across  two-thirds  of 
the  entire  plant.  A  basement  is  also 
provided.  Other  Inclusions  are  essen¬ 
tial  heating  plant  for  the  whole  hos¬ 
pital  which  will  take  the  place  of 
several  boilers  being  used  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  The  contract  went  to 


Currie  and  Corley,  contractors.  Jack- 
son  and  Raleigh. 

“The  proposed  addition  will  provide 
for  100  more  beds  and  badly  needed 
operating  room  space,”  Mr.  Simmons

To  repay  some  of  the  guts  ana 
loans,  Dr.  Chambers  went  back  to 
Panay  before  applying  for  transpor¬ 
tation  to  the  United  States,  placed  an 
advertisement  in  the  Iloilo  newspaper 
asking  creditors  to  appear,  and  re¬ 
ceived  the  following  word  from  a 
wealthy  Chinese  who  anonymously 
had  provided  frequent  loans: 

“I,  too,  was  a  prisoner  of  the  Jap¬ 
anese.  In  gratitude  for  my  salvation, 
mainly  through  the  intervention  of 
missionary  friends,  I  hereby  certify 
that  all  accounts  are  settled.”  The 
amount  due  him  was  $6,750. 

Dr.  Chambers  reported  that  condi¬ 
tions  in  Panay,  stronghold  of  North¬ 
ern  Baptist  missionary  work  in  the 
Philippines,  are  “most  desolate.”  He 
said  Central  Philippine  College  was 
a  shambles,  with  only  skeletons  of 
seven  of  the  20  college  buildings  still 
standing.  Of  the  student  center 
there,  only  the  dormitory  and  recrea¬ 
tion  center  remain,  and  these  are  now

THE  BIBLE  IN  THE  LIVES  OF  GREAT  MEN 

During  the  momentous  meeting  of  President  Roosevelt,  Prime  Minister  ChurchUI 
and  Generalissimo  Chlang  Kai-Shek  in  Cairo  Iasi  December,  one  American  correspon¬ 
dent  reported  that  the  head  of  the  Chinese  Republic  arose  early  every  morning,  in 
order  to  devote  an  uninterrupted  half  hour  to  Bible  reading  and  to  prayer.  This  was 
an  interesting,  but  not  a  novel  piece  of  news.  For  throughout  history,  the  great  men 
of  all  ages  and  all  nations  have  been  regular  readers  of  the  Bible. 

“Believe  me,  sir.  never  a  night  goes  by,  he  1  ever  so  tired,  but  I  rend  the  Word 
of  God  before  1  go  to  bed,”  said  General  MacArthur  to  a  secretary  of  the  Biblo 
Society  in  Australia.  General  MacArthur  is  continuing  a  habit  that  many  a  famous 
soldier  before  him  has  found  to  be  an  unfailing  source  of  blessing. 

The  oath  that  every  President  of  the  United  States  takes  on  the  Holy  Bible  is  no 
meaningless  tradition.  The  founding  fathers  were  guided  by  this  Book  in  shaping 
the  new  republic.  Both  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Constitution  derive 
strength  from  this  source  of  eternal  wisdom  and  equal  Justice.  Nearly  every  Amer¬ 
ican  President  has  at  some  time  or  other  expressed  his  dependence  on  the  Bible  and 
urged  the  people  to  read  it  regularly. 

George  Washington  stated,  “It  is  impossible  to  govern  rightly  the  world  without 
God  and  the  Bible.” 

Thomas  Jefferson,  author  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  remarked,  “I 
always  have  said,  and  always  will  say,  that  the  studious  perusal  of  the  sacred  volume 
will  make  better  citixens,  better  fathers  and  better  husbands." 

Andrew  Jackson  pointed  to  the  Bible  and  announced,  ‘That  Book,  sire,  is  the 
rock  on  which  the  Republic  rests.” 

Lincoln,  one  of  our  truly  religious  Presidents,  who  resolved  one  of  the  great 
cri-es  in  America’s  history,  wrote,  “1  am  profitably  engaged  reading  the  Bible.  Take 
all  id  this  book  upon  reason  that  you  can,  and  the  balance  by  faith,  and  you  will  live 
and  die  a  better  man.” 

And  so  It  goes  down  the  years.  Theodore  Roosevelt  believed  that  the  teachings 
of  the  Bible  influenced  nearly  every  individual  who  has  contributed  to  the  welfare 
of  the  human  race.  Here  are  his  words:  “Almost  every  man  who  has  by  his  life- 
work  added  to  the  sum  of  human  achievement,  of  which  the  race  is  proud,  of  which 
our  people  are  proud.  almoA  every  such  man  has  based  his  life-work  largely  upon 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible.” 

ttoodrow  Wilson  expressed  these  sentiments:  “A  man  has  deprived  himself  of 
the  best  there  is  in  the  world  who  has  deprived  himself  of  this  (a  knowledge  of  the 
Bible,  ”  Similarly,  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  leaders  of  state,  scientists,  poets  and 
philosophers,  have  valued  the  Bible. 

Napoleon  Bonaparte,  reliving  his  days  of  glory  in  exile,  summarised  his  failure 
la  these  words:  “Caesar,  Alexander  and  1  founded  great  empires.  They  were 
founded  on' force,  and  they  are  gone.  Jesus  Christ  founded  an  empire  on  love,  and 
to  this  day  there  arc  millions  who  arc  ready  to  die  for  Him.”  Another  time,  he  de¬ 
clared:  “The  gospel  is  more  than  a  book;  It  is  a  living  creature,  active,  powerful, 
overcoming  every  obstacle  in  its  way.” 

Queen  Victoria  gave  a  Bible  to  one  of  her  courtiers,  saying,  “This  is  the  secret 
of  England’s  greatness.”  England's  four  greatest  poets.  Shakespeare.  Milton, 
Tennyson  and  Browning  reveal  constantly  in  their  work  their  amasing  knowledge 
and  devotion  to  the  Bible. 

Thomas  Huxley,  who  did  not  claim  to  be  a  religious  man.  said,  ‘The  Bible  has 
been  the  Magna  Charta  of  the  poor  and  the  oppressed.  The  human  race  is  not  in  n 
position  to  dispense  with  it.” 

When  Alexander,  fabulous  emperor  of  Russia,  was  a  boy.  he  once  exclaimed, 
“When  I  become  emperor,  I  will  emancipate  the  serfs.”  Answering  his  startled 
father's  query  as  to  what  caused  him  to  be  interested  In  such  a  matter,  he  replied, 
“From  reading  the  Bible,  which  teaches  that  all  men  are  brothers.”

It  would  be  Impossible  to  find  a 
more  conscientious,  consecrated  and 
capable  group  o C  Christian  gentlemen 
Also,  tt  would  be  Impossible  to  mind 
a  more  democratic  procedure  than 
that  which  characterises  every  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
presiding  officers  without  exception 
are  uniformly  courteous  to  and  con¬ 
siderate  of  not  only  the  members  of 
the  committee,  but  of  visitors  as  well. 
There  Is  never  a  suggestion  of  gag 
rule.  Visitors  are  accorded  the  same 
privileges,  with  the  exception  of  vot¬ 
ing,  as  are  the  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

In  these  uncertain  times,  when  it 
seems  advisable  not  to  have  the  reg¬ 
ularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  much 
must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Technically, 
some  things  may  not  be  constitu¬ 
tional,  but  emergencies  are  constantly 
arising,  making  Immediate  action 
imperative.  It  sometimes  becomes 
necessary  to  suspend  technicalities 
temporarily. 

It  is  well  that  we  have  a  body  in 
whom  Southern  Baptists  can  have 
complete  confidence.  We  can  be  as¬ 
sured  that  every  action  of  this  com¬ 
mittee  Is  in  accord  with  their  best 
judgment,  and  with  their  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  will  of  God- 

This  is  a  plea  to  the  men  of  our 
churches  to  support  our  Executive 
Committee  in  these  times  of  recurring 
emergencies  and  exceedingly  difficult 
problems,  and  to  rely  upon  their  do¬ 
ing  what,  in  their  prayerful  opinion, 
is  for  the  good  of  every  cause.

"The  contract  has  also  been  let  for 
the  home  for  negro  nurses.  The  east 
of  this  building  is  $45,000  in  amount, 
coming  out  of  specially  donated 
monies  from  R.  H.  Oreen  Foundation 
and  other  sources.  None  of  this 
money  comes  from  that  raised  in  the 
recent  expansion  campaign,”  Mr.  Sim¬ 
mons  said.  The  contract  for  this 
building  went  to  the  Bowie  Construc¬ 
tion  Company  of  Jackson.

Discussing  the  lack  of  leadership 
among  the  negroes  themselves,  we 
agreed  that  the  best  thing  we  can 
do  is  make  it  possible  for  their 
preachers  to  get  good  training.  I  told 
him  about  our  American  Baptist 
Seminary,  and  he  seemed  very  much 
interested.  I  suggested  to  him  that 
friends  interested  might  place  five  to 
ten  thousand  dollars  with  the  Foun¬ 
dation  for  investment,  and  that  would 
make  It  possible  for  one  preacher  to 
be  in  training  each  year.  He  said  he 
bettered  that  much  could  be  raised 
in  every  county  in  the  delta. 

Tou  can  only  imagine  how  much 
eoukl  be  done  to  lift  the  standard  of 
leadership  among  oolorsd  preachers  if 
as  many  as  ten  were  supported  by 
ten  scholarships  of  ten  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  each. 

Some  churches  and  individuals 
might  pay  the  expenses  of  one  while 
times  are  good  but  this  would  be 
permanent  if  the  money  were  raised 
now.  When  times  are  hard,  interest 
rates  Increase,  and  more  eoukl  be 
supported. 

The  negro  problem  is  upon  us  now, 
and  the  best  way  to  solve  it  Is  to 
be  Christian  toward  them,  and  give 
them  Christ.

cording  to  your  works.”  Ood  wants 
us  to  have  an  every  member  church. 

I  plead  first  for  an  every  member 
praying  church.  One  of  my  most 
vivid  boyhood  memories  of  the  home 
church  services,  was  to  hear  the  pas¬ 
tor  call  on  the  senior  deacon  to  dis¬ 
miss  the  service  with  prayer  and  to 
hear  the  deacon  respond  with  the 
words,  “You  dismiss  them  yourself, 
that’s  what  we  pay  you  for.”  Now  if 
there  is  one  thing  true  in  the  world 
about  Christianity,  it  is  a  personal 
affair. 

The  church  is  like  a  body  of  many 
cells.  If  all  of  them  do  their  work 
you  have  health;  but  let  some  of 
them  become  detached  and  you  are 
likely  to  have  a  new  growth  which  the 
physician  may  pronounce  a  cancer. 
Let  some  of  your  members  stop  work¬ 
ing,  and  praying,  they  become  de¬ 
tached.  and  are  indifferent  or  worse, 
probably  they  begin  to  criticize  and 
find  fault  with  everything.  One  is 
told  that  a  radiogram  sent  across  the 
Atlantic  ocean  requires  a  high  degree 
of  electric  energy  in  order  to  overcome 
the  countercurrents,  and  prayer  re¬ 
quires  the  highest  possible  energy  of 
desire  and  will  in  order  to  overcome 
the  opposition  of  opposing  minds. 
But  thank  Ood,  just  as  bridges  sway 
under  the  tramp  of  soldiers,  so  Satan's 
kingdom  totters  in  response  to  regular 
united  prayer  of  a  church. 

I  plead  for  an  every  member  work¬ 
ing  church.  Idleness  causes  wither¬ 
ing.  You  may  carry  your  strong  right 
arm  bandaged  and  in  a  sling  for 
twelve  months,  refuse  to  use  it,  then 
take  it  out  and  try  throwing  a  base¬ 
ball  as  you  now  can  and  the  baseball 
will  only  go  a  very  short  distance.  If 
you  refuse  to  do  any  church  work  for 
a  while  you’ll  find  yourself  limited  in 
what  you  can  do.  Certainly  every 
person  should  be  himself  and  do  his 
work.  In  the  same  chapter,  Galatians 
6,  which  tells  us  "to  bear  one  an¬ 
other's  burdens,”  we  are  told  that 
"every  man  shall  bear  his  own  bur¬ 
den.”  This  means  that  some  burdens 
are  community  burdens  while  others 
must  be  borne  alone  by  the  individual. 
A  man  may  help  you  carry  your 
basket,  but  he  can’t  eat  for  you;  a 
man  may  take  you  home  in  his  car, 
but  he  can’t  sleep  for  you;  a  man 
may  pray  with  you,  but  he  can’t 
grieve  for  you;  and  a  man  can  work 
with  you  in  the  church,  but  no  man 
can  do  your  work  for  you. 

I  plead  for  an  every  member  giv¬ 
ing  church.  At  one  time  the  family 
was  the  unit  of  society  and  one  old 
gentlefnan  told  all  the  sons,  grand¬ 
sons,  and  great  grandsons  just  what 
to  do.  Such  is  not  true  today  espe¬ 
cially  in  our  own  land,  except  a  little 
tinge  of  it  is  noticed  in  religion.  Some 
people  still  expect  dad  to  entertain 
the  preacher  for  them  or  to  pay  into 
the  church  treasury  for  them.  If  a 
man  wants  to  save  his  children  from 
lives  of  selfishness  and  greed,  then 
teach  them  their  correct  stewardship 
relation  to  God.  This  every  member 
principle  applies  in  all  of  life.  Sup¬ 
pose  the  "Jackson  Dally  News”  were 
printed  just  for  Dr.  McCall,  what 
would  it  cost?  Suppose  that  Bro.  E. 
C.  Williams  were  the  only  man  who 
liked  canned  sardines,  how  much 
would  a  box  cost?

Auber  J.  Wilds,  what  would  it 
cost?  Certainly  a  like  principle  should 
work  in  our  churches.  Every  man. 
woman  and  child  should  contribute 
at  least  a  tithe  to  their  church’s 
budget.  You  and  God  can  settle  the 
amount. 

In  the  last  place  I  plead  for  an 
every  member  witnessing  church.  A 
bishop  from  a  sister  denomination 
was  visiting  one  of  their  mission 
fields.  He  asked  a  missionary  how 
many  missionaries  they  had  there. 
The  reply  came  back,  3.000.  llffe 
bishop  said  that  he  didn’t  ask  how 
many  church  members,  but  instead 
how  many  missionaries  they  had. 
Then  the  missionary  explained  that 
every  person  had  to  prove  that  he 
had  brought  one  soul  to  Christ  be¬ 
fore  they  would  receive  him  as  a 
member.  Southern  Baptists  have 
adopted  the  goal  of  winning  one  mil¬ 
lion  souls  to  Christ  this  year.  That 
isn't  so  big  when  you  break  it  down. 
There  are  more  than  20,000  ordained 
ministers  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  if  each  one  of  us 
would  win  one  soul  to  Christ  every 
month  we  would  have  240,000  won 
in  one  year.  The  small  number  of  an 
average  of  four  deacons  to  our  25,000 
churches  would  be  100,000  and  if  each 
of  them  would  win  one  soul  every  six 
months  that  would  be  200,000  more.  If 
all  of  the  350,000  Sunday  school  offi¬ 
cers  and  teachers  would  win  one  every 
six  months  you  could  add  700,000  more. 
This  would  make  a  total  of  over  a 
million  and  yet  allow  for  some  dupli¬ 
cation  in  office.  That  would  still 
leave  the  Training  Union  and  W.  M. 
U.  officers  and  the  many  othes 
church  members  uncounted. 

Andrew  brought  his  strong,  self- 
willed  brother,  Peter  to  Christ.  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  should  so  pray,  work  and 
give  until  God  can  use  each  one  in 
this  centennial  year  in  bringing 
some  soul  to  Jesus.

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AMMW  ntAcnci  or 

Genesis  13-15 

When  the  pasture  lands  of  south 
Canaan  were  exhausted  by  famine, 
Abraham  as  a  non-resident  was  forced 
to  seek  other  quarters.  He,  therefore, 
continued  his  Journey  southward  un¬ 
til  he  came  to  the  valley  of  the  Nile. 
Soon  we  find  him  at  the  court  of 
Pharaoh.  His  deception  regarding  his 
wife  who  attracted  notice  of  the 
monarch  and  was  introduced  into  the 
royal  household  was  the  occasion  of 
great  plagues.  However,  he  amassed 
large  property  both  through  his  own 
energy  and  the  favor  of  Pharaoh,  and 
when  dismissed  from  the  country  he 
was  permitted  to  depart  with  ail  his 
possessions.

Notes  Analytical  and  Expository 

1.  Brotherhood  In  heart  was  shown 
by  Abram  in  his  return  to  the  place 
of  the  tent  and  the  altar  at  Bethel. 
Note:  (1)  Out  of  Egypt.  Thither 
Abram  had  gone  fo  time  of  famine 
and  had  prospered.  But  there  he  fal¬ 
tered  spiritually,  falsified  about  his 
wife,  occasioned  a  plague,  and  at 
Pharaoh’s  request  left  the  country 
with  all  bis  family  and  property  con¬ 
sisting  of  cattle,  silver  and  gold.  (2) 
Through  the  south.  Slowly  the  cara¬ 
van  moved  across  a  strip  of  desert 
into  the  south  (or  Negeb)  which, 
though  not  as  fertile  and  well-watered 
as  Canaan,  next  to  It  on  the  north, 
was  yet  excellent  pastureland  for 
flocks  of  sheep  and  herds  of  cattle. 

(3)  Back  to  Bethel.  The  patriarch’s 
goal  was  evidently  more  than  to  main¬ 
tain  his  fortune.  He  was  definitely 
bound  for  the  rocky  uplands  where  he 
was  stopped  on  his  way  from  Ur  and 
Haran.  He  would  pitch  his  tent  now 
where  he  pitched  it  then,  and  hope 
for  the  same  high  experience.  (4) 
Before  the  altar.  For  Abram,  Egypt 
seems  to  have  been  altarless;  but  here 
Is  "the  place  of  the  altar,  which  he 
had  made  there  at  the  first."  With 
what  joy  he  must  have  repaired  the 
altar,  offered  hie  sacrifices,  and 
‘  called  on  the  name  of  the  Lord!" 

2.  Brotherhood  In  thought  was  felt 
by  Abram  In  his  bearing  when  a  bit¬ 
ter  strife  arose  between  the  herds¬ 
men.  Note:  (1)  Lot,  the  nephew  of 
Abeam,  went  with  him  now  as  for 
years,  but  was  not  in  partnership  with 
Abram,  having  in  his  own  name  flocks 
of  sheep,  .herds  of  cattle,  and  a  tented 
company  of  employees.  (2)  The  land 
in  this  region  and  at  this  time,  lack¬ 
ing  as  it  was  In  water  and  pasturage, 
was  not  able  to  support  the  thousands 
of  animals  and  hundreds  of  herdsmen 
under  the  combined  ownership  of 
Abram  and  Lot.  (3)  The  strife  be¬ 
tween  the  herdsmen  of  Abram  and 
Lot  grew  out  of  their  competition  and 
struggle  for  the  best  grazing  lands 
and  the  use  of  available  wells  and 
springs.  The  discord  soon  became 
very  bitter  and  of  course  reached 
tjjeir  masters.  (4)  The  people  in  the 
land — both  the  Perjzzltes, ,  who  were 


X 


delicate  by  their  presence.  A  difficult 
situation  must  therefore  be  handled 
with  great  care. 

X  Brotherhood  in  word  was  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Abram  when  he  made  his 
generous  proposal  to  Lot.  Note:  (1) 
How  Abram  felt.  He  was  the  head  of 
the  tribe,  the  uncle  of  his  rival,  the 
patriarch  of  his  people.  There  was 
not  a  strain  of  selfishness  in  his  soul. 
He  determined  upon  peace.  (2)  What 
Abram  did.  He  went  direct  to  Lot 
upon  hearing  of  the  difficulty.  He 
did  not  gossip  or  threaten  or  act 
hastily.  There  must  be  an  interview 
face  to  face.  (3)  What  Abram  said. 
“Let  there  be  no  strife."  He  would 
suppress  the  uprising  of  discord  even 
among  their  dependents  and  slaves, 
and  certainly  there  must  be  none  be¬ 
tween  Abram  and  Lot,  who  were  kins¬ 
men,  who  must  show  the  brotherly 
spirit.  (4)  What  Abram  offered.  He 
gave  up  instantly  and  completely  his 
own  rights  as  chief  and  head  of  the 
dan.  Lot  is  given  choice  of  territory 
and  the  blessing  of  the  patriarch  as 
he  went  his  way.  What  finer  mag¬ 
nanimity  could  be  displayed? 

4.  Brotherhood  in  deed  was  ex¬ 
hibited  by  Abram  when  to  his  foolish 
nephew  he  gave  a  friendly  farewell. 
Note:  (1)  The  downward  look  from  a 
sharp  peak  of  the  plateau  near  Bethel 
included  a  view  of  the  Jordan  border¬ 
ing  upon  the  Dead  Sea.  The  whole 
region  was  well  watered,  not  by  irri¬ 
gation  aa  in  the  Nile  valley  from 
which  they  had  come,  but  by  brooks 
and  creeks  which  tumbled  down  the 
mountains  and  across  the  plain  into 
the  great  river.  It  was  a  very  Eden 
unmutilated  as  yet  by  the  fires  that 
consumed  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  (2) 
The  selfish  choice  was  made,  not  for 
the  good  that  Lot  could  get  or  do, 
but  solely  in  view  of  the  better  finan¬ 
cial  opportunities  which  he  desired 
and  anticipated.  (3)  The  wilful  sep¬ 
aration  there  took  place.  Let  was 
glad  to  leave  the  tent  and  the  com¬ 
pany  of  Abram.  He  felt  that  he  could 
do  better  for  himself.  He,  therefore, 
left  the  scanty  pastures  of  the  high¬ 
lands  and  journeyed  east  where  he 
pitched  his  tent  until  soon  he  was  a 
resident  of  the  city  of  Sodom.  (4> 
The  wicked  environment  did  not  deter 
him  The  Sodomites  were  not  only 
socially  depraved  and  corrupt,  but  ex¬ 
ceeding  sinners  before  God. 

The  Lessen  of  the  Lesson

(1)  The  basis  of  brotherhood. 
“Abram  called  on  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  .  .  .  And  Abram  said  unto  Lot 
.  .  .  we  be  brethren.” 

(2)  The  fellowship  of  brotherhood. 
“Abram  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  he.  and 
his  wife,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  Lot 
with  him.” 

(3)  The  test  of  brotherhood.  “The 
land  was  not  able  to  bear  them,  that 
they  might  dwell  together.” 

(4)  The  menace  of  brotherhood. 
“There  was  a  strife  between  the 
herdsmen." 

(5)  The  act  of  brotherhood.  “Is  not 
the  whole  land  before  thee?" 

The  abuse  of  brotherhood.  “Then 
Lot  chose  him  all  the  plain  of  Jor¬ 
dan.” 

(7)  The  satisfactions  of  brother¬ 
hood.  “They  separated  themselves 
the  one  from  the  other.  Abram 
dwelled  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and 
Lot  dwelled  in  the  cities  of  the  plain.”

RNS  Inaugurates  Picture  Service 


New  York— (RNS) — Launching  of  a 
photo  department  to  serve  as  a  cen¬ 
tral  clearing  bouse  fbr  religious  pic¬ 
tures  was  announced  here  by  Louis 
Minsky,  managing  editor  of  Religious 
News  Service.  The  new  department 
will  be  the  only  general  religious  pic¬ 
ture  service  in  the  world. 

In  making  the  announcement,  the 
RNS  executive  said: 

“For  some  time  editors  have  been 
demanding  a  central  clearing  house 
for  religious  pictures — a  single  agency 
to  which  they  can  turn  for  all  their 
religious  picture  needs.  The  RNS 
photo  department  will  become  such  a 
clearing  house. 

“It  will  specialize  in  news  pictures 
of  major  religious  developments 
throughout  the  world,  but  will  also 
provide  personaality,  background,  in¬ 
spirational,  atmosphere  and  other 
types  of  religious  photos  for  which 
there  is  a  demand. 

“What  Religious  News  Service  has 
accomplished  in  reporting  accurately, 
authoritatively,  and  interestingly  the 
religious  news  of  the  world,  it  plans 
to  parallel  in  the  field  of  religious 
pictures.  It  will  develop  a  network  of 
picture  correspondents  as  it  has  de¬ 
veloped  a  network  of  news  correspon¬ 
dents.  These  picture  correspondents 
will  record  In  expert  photography  the 
religious  news  of  the  worl.”

I  shall  rive  you  an  experience  that 
Illustrates  the  verse,  "Repent  and  be 
baptized  every  one  of  you  .  .  .  and 
you  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.”

Mississippi  Baptists  could  well  use 
for  the  next  several  years  a  good  man 
to  give  his  entire  time  to  this  matter 
of  church  architecture  and  it  would 
certainly  be  money  well  spent.  There 
will  be  literally  millions  of  dollars 
spent  within  the  next  several  years 
for  church  buildings  alone.  And  lots 
of  the  buildings  win  be  all  botched  up 
with  lots  of  space  very  poorly  plan¬ 
ned — and  all  because  the  people  do  not 
know  just  what  they  need.

No  more  Important  matter  confronts 
Southern  Baptists  right  now  than  this 
matter  of  church  buildings.  We  can¬ 
not  hope  to  build  bigger  and  better 
churches  without  ample  and  adequate 
physical  equipment.  New  classes  and 
departments  cannot  be  built  success¬ 
fully  in  corners,  crooks,  halls,  etc. 
There  must  be  sufficient  space,  and 
it  properly  arranged. 

We  still  stick  by  our  statement 
made  many  times:  that  there  is  no 
type  building  in  which  there  is  as 
much  wasted  space  as  in  church 
buildings.  We  were  only  recently  in 
a  church  that  has  a  new  three-story 
educational  building  with  several 
rooms  and  all  the  rooms  are  the 
same  size:  14  feet  by  14  feet.  A  room 
that  size  is  2Vi  times  as  large  as  is 
necessary  for  a  Junior  or  Intermedi¬ 
ate  class  room. 

Many  churches  have  ample  floor 
space,  but  the  arrangement  of  lt  is 
sueh  that  it  is  impossible  to  properly 
care  for  the  organization.  A  well- 
planned  building  is  one  of  the  finest 
things  at  all  in  helping  to  gefe  the

A  Notable  Exception 


Souther*  Baptist  Hospital  in  New  Or¬ 
leans  is  *  notable  exception  in  the  matter 
of  denominational  support.  There  ore 
17  other  Baptist  hospitals  in  the  South. 
Nearly  all  ot  them  get  an  allocation  from 
the  Cooperative  Program,  ranging  from 
one-fourth  of  1%  in  Virginia  to  91-  %  la 
Mississippi.  Some  get  a  flat  s*m  of  from 
S5.RM  to  $40,006  per  year.  Many  get  a 
Mother’s  Day  offering,  reaching  $100,000 
In  one  state.  Some  share  in  the  cen- 
tenaisl  fund  this  year.  Those  hospitals 
make  a  fine  Christina  one  of  the  money. 
In  all  the  states  except  Virginia.  Baptist 
hospitals  get  money  (Tom  the  govern¬ 
ment  far  their  sehoofc  of  nursing,  rang¬ 
ing  from  $03,000  to  more  than  I240.000. 
Some  hospitals  also  get  federal  money 
for  boHdings. 

Now,  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  in  New 
Orleans  gets  nothing  from  any  at  the 
above-named  soarces.  Yet  the  brethren 
expect  as  to  serve  the  denomination  Jost 
as  the  other  Baptist  hospitals  do.  Aa  I 
write  there  are  on  my  desk  unanswered 
letters  from  pastors  in  five  states  ask¬ 
ing  ■*  to  admit  free  persons  who  are 
fine  Christians,  members  el  these  pas¬ 
tors’  churches.  .  .  .  The  only  parpese  of 
thin  story  is  to  irqaulsl  the  hsethrea 
with  the  facts,  that  they  may  ln«w  why 
sometime*  we  have  to  soy  “No”  to  their 
requests.

one's  self  as  God  sees  him,  a  sinner 
helpless  and  condemned  without  God 
and  without  hope  in  the  world;  and 
when  men  get  to  that  point  they  hare 
already  repented,  and  are  ready  to 
receive  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  by  faith 
and  BE  saved. 

What  is  seeing  the  Lord  Jesus  by 
faith?  It  is  to  recognize  the  fact 
that  “Christ  died  for  our  sins  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Scriptures;  and  that  he 
was  burled,  and  that  he  rose  again 
the  third  day  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.”  Repentance  is  seeing  that  God 
was  reconciled  to  the  world  by  the 
death  of  His  Son.  Faith  is  becoming 
reconciled  to  God  by  accepting  His 
Son  as  one’s  own  personal  sin-bearer, 
and  when  a  man  thus  repents  toward 
God  and  believes  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  he  does  not  have  any  sins  left 
to  give  up,  or  to  turn  away  from,  for 
they  are  all  blotted  out. 

That  Is  the  only  way  to  get  rid  of 
sin!

GOD  ALONE  SAVES  FROM  SIN

My  travels  have  carried  me  through  the 
most  of  Northern  France,  Luxembourg, 
Into  Belgium  and  even  to  the  border  of 
Oermany.  I  have  seen  a  lot  of  beautiful 
country  as  well  as  the  horrors  and  dev¬ 
astation  of  war.  The  thing  that  has  im¬ 
pressed  me  most  is  the  magnificent 
churches  one  finds  In  every  little  village. 
The  church  seems  always  to  be  the  best 
and  most  magnificent  building  in  the 
city  from  Paris  to  the  smallest  village. 
But  in  spite  of  that  fact,  it  is  hard  to 
tell  what  influence  it  has  had  upon  the 
morale  of  the  people.  But  there  are 
many  fine  French  people.  I  have  lived 
in  the  home  of  some  who  are  the  salt  of 
the  earth  as  far  as  character  is  con¬ 
cerned. 

In  several  of  my  ■nits,  the  men  have 
organised  and  carried  on  their  own  re¬ 
ligions  services  in  addition  to  mine. 
Cpl.  La  Roe  H.  Blackwell,  a  Mississippi 
Baptist,  is  one  who  has  led  in  this  work 
In  his  nnit.  It  is  always  encouraging  to 
find  yonng  men  who  are  faithful  and 
active  in  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

I  tried  to  provide  Christmas  ser¬ 
vices  for  all  of  my  units  and  finally 
made  it  around  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
first  one  unit  and  then  the  other  was 
moving.  I  even  had  to  move  on  Christ¬ 
mas  day  with  the  Headquarters  unit. 
But  in  my  Christmas  service  at  Head¬ 
quarters  we  had  a  mother,  who  only 
spoke  German,  and  her  daughter.  They 
were  from  the  only  Baptist  family  in  the 
village  and  asked  for  the  privilege  of 
worshipping  with  us.  The  mother  played 
the  Christmas  Carols  for  us  on  the  port¬ 
able  organ  while  the  daughter  who  could 
speak  English  led  the  singing.  We  had 
the  daughter  read  the  Christmas  story 
in  German  and  I  read  it  in  English.  They 
seemed  very  happy  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  worship  with  us.  Even  though 
the  mother  could  not  understand  what  I 
said,  she  said  she  felt  the  spirit  of  the 
service  and  that  we  worshipped  the  same 
cairist.  She  lias  one  son  who  is  a  Baptist 
preacher  in  Strasbourg.  This  family  has 
not  been  able  to  attend  church  for  the 
past  seven  years  as  there  is  no  Baptist 
church  near  them,  but  they  gather  around 
the  organ  in  their  home  every  Sunday 
evening  and  sing  hymns  and  pray.  She 
also  has  three  sons  in  the  German  army. 
That  of  course  was  hard  to  understand, 
but  wars  create  many  strange  situations. 

Chaplain  Engell  was  bom  at  Ma¬ 
rion,  four  miles  from  Meridian,  and 
was  graduated  with  honors  from  both 
Mississippi  College  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  He 
was  for  three  years  pastor  of  his 
home  church  at  Marion.  In  1939  he 
became  pastor  of  churches  at  Schlater 


There  is  a  theory  commonly  held 
that  men  must  give  up  their  sins  be¬ 
fore  God  can  save  them.  The  theory 
is  unscriptural  and  the  preaching  of 
it  does  a  great  deal  of  harm.  Unsaved 
men  get  the  wrong  conception  of  sin, 
and  it  works  havoc  in  the  minds  of 
men. 

There  are  two  classes  of  unsaved 
men  in  the  world:  The  moral  and  the 
immoral.  Almost  every  congregation 
has  these  two  classes  of  men  in  it; 
and  when  the  theory  is  preached  that 
men  must  give  up  their  sins  the  moral 
man  gets  the  impression  that  he  is 
not  lost,  since  he  has  no  sin  to  give 
up,  and  therefore  passes  the  message 
over  his  head.  The  immoral  man  who 
hears  the  message  gets  the  impression 
that  he  must  go  to  work  and  get  rid 
the  wrong  conception  of  salvation, 
of  his  sins.  Therefore,  they  both  get 
thinking  they  have  something  to  do 
to  be  saved,  losing  sight  of  the  fact 
that  salvation  is  by  grace,  and  that 
Christ  died  for  their  sins. 

What  is  sin?  The  practice  of  sin¬ 
ful  habits  Ls  not  sin,  but  it  is  only 
the  fruits  of  it.  Sin  is  an  inherited 
nature  that  a  man  can  no  more  give 
up  than  he  can  lift  himself  from  the 
ground  by  his  own  boot  straps.  The 
fact  is  that  men  do  not  hold  to  sin, 
but  sin  holds  to  men  and  makes  slaves 
of  them.  They  can  no  more  give  it 
up  than  a  leper  can  cleanse  his  skin. 

It's  true  that  men  can  reform,  but 
that  is  not  giving  up  their  sins.  The 
best  of  men  are  sinners  still.  The 
immoral  man  who  continually  in¬ 
dulges  in  sinful  habits  is  no  more  a 
sinner  in  the  sight  of  God  than  the 
most  moral  man  In  the  world.  “For 
there  is  no  difference:  for  all  have 
sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God.” 

It  is  true  that  God  “commandeth  all 
men  everywhere  to  repent”  but  God 
nowhere  ever  commanded  men  to  re¬ 
pent  of  their  sins.  Sorrow  for  sin  is 
not  repentance.  Giving  up  sin  is  not 
repentance.  Repentance  is  a  change 
of  mind  toward  God.  It  is  getting  the 
right  conception  of  God.  It  is  seeing

CHAPLAIN  A.  T.  ENGELL 
PROMOTED 
Is  Now  Captain 

The  Baptist  Record  shares  with  its 
readers  an  interesting  letter  from 
overseas: 

Since  I  have  been  overseas  over  a 
year  now,  I  thought  perhaps  you  would 
like  to  hear  about  another  of  your  Mis¬ 
sissippi  sons  and  what  he  is  doing.  I 
can't  say  that  I  have  set  'he  world  on 
ftre  or  turned  it  upside  down  with  my 
preaching,  or  even  won  hundreds  of  souls 
to  Christ  as  I  would  like  to.  I  have 
been  instrumental  in  winning  a  few 
along  the  way,  however,  and  I  feel  that 
my  work  in  the  Lord  has  not  been  in 
vain. 

For  almost  two  years  I  was  in  a  Me¬ 
dium  Bombardment  Group.  But  after 
arriving  overseas  I  was  kicked  out  by 
a  political  maneuver  at  a  time  when  I 
was  having  my  greatest  results.  But  I 
was  really  kicked  upstairs,  so  to  speak, 
so  far  as  my  work  for  the  Lord  was 
concerned  and  the  richness  of  my  own 
experience.  So  on  July  10,  1944,  I  found 
myself  in  France  with  a  Signal  Aircraft 
Warning  Battalion  composed  of  many 
units  scattered  all  over.  The  men  had 
never  had  a  chaplain  and  received  me 
gladly.  I  also  found  out  how  much  the 
men  in  my  old  group  appreciated  and 
respected  me  by  the  change,  more  than 
I  did  all  the  time  I  was  with  them.  So 
I  feel  that  I  have  gained  both  ways.  I 
have  preached  as  many  as  five  times 
in  one  day,  and  some  weeks  I  have  aver¬ 
aged  twice  a  day.  All  of  this  in  spite 
of  frequent  moves  and  even  whole  weeks 
lost  because  of  one  thtng  or  another. 
I  have  averaged  traveling  over  three 
thousand  miles  a  month  to  accomplish 
this.  Riding  in  a  jeep  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  is  not  always  fun.  I  have  had 
an  average  attendance  of  541  per  month. 

My  travels  have  carried  me  within 
sight  of  the  enemy  often,  and  quite  a 
number  of  my  men  are  stationed  always 
with  the  front  line.  It  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  travel  under  artillery  fire  to  see 
all  my  men  at  times.  I  have  seen  the 
dead  on  both  sides  of  the  field  of  battle. 


and  Money,  Mississippi.  It  was  dur 
ing  this  pastorate  that  he  was  com 
missioned  a  chaplain  in  1942.
